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Charter School Intervention Policy 6.700 

 

 

The Background: 

 

The Charter School Intervention Policy is in the State Board of Education’s suite of authorization policies 

currently in place now that the State Board is an appellate authorizer of charter schools. 

 

Previously, the policy stated that the State Board would establish an intervention plan stating the general 

conditions that may trigger intervention and the types of actions and consequences that may ensue. The 

State Board staff developed this plan based on national best practices of current authorizers and their 

tiers of interventions. The entire intervention policy will be incorporated as an exhibit to any charter 

agreement signed between the State Board and the governing body of an authorized school.  There have 

been no changes since first reading. 

 

 

The Fiscal Analysis Impact: 

 

Tenn. Code Ann. § 49-1-212 requires that the preparation of a fiscal analysis of any policy, rule or 

regulation proposed to the State Board of Education. This item has no financial impact on an LEA.
